The Mystery of thé 
Vanishing Home 


HOMEBUILDER DISAPPEARS LEAVING 
CLIENTS AND TRADESPEOPLE IN THE LURCH

She was billed as "The Lady Home Builder” 

But now, the lady has vanished, leaving a trail of unfinished work and 
broken promises. 

In the fall of 2009, a firm called Axiom Homes Ltd. closed its Edmonton 
office and disappeared, leaving behind allegations of projects half finished, 
and the trades unpaid for the work completed. Dream home projects turned 
into extended nightmares, resulting in a flurry of legal proceedings. 

‘Teresa Spinelli, owner of the Italian Centre Shop, is one of those who 
bought into Axiom Homes’ “lady home builder” pitch, and grew to regret 
it. She was angry enough to attempt to mount a class-action suit, but what 
she wants more than anything is an apology. 

Spinelli says the company told her they were “restructuring”, but she 
hasn't heard from them since. 

“What are you (Axiom) hiding from?" Spinelli says. “Say ‘I'm sorry | 
screwed up, I over-extended myself, I'm doing my best. Something, you 
know, not even an ‘I'm sorry."” 

As of Nov. 3, 2009 there were 30 liens amounting to $297,461 associated 
with Axiom Homes’ projects. 





A FEEL-GOOD STORY 

Spinelli’s encounter with Axiom began in 2006, when she and her husband 
were attempting to build on a lot they had purchased on Jack Fish Lake in 
Parkland County. 

“We were hoping to make lots of memories there,” Spinelli recalls. “It 
was going to be a place to get away for us, and we were excited about the 
whole thing.” 

It was 2006, and with the boom in full swing finding a general contractor 
willing to work so far outside of the city was impossible. After months of 
searching, she was told of a budding custom home building company called 
Axiom, run by a young woman named Danielle Addington 

“L was impressed that she was a woman. She was very young, she really 
knew her stuff, and it was a very different plan than I had ever heard of,” 
Spinelli says. 

Axiom was a feel-good story in Alberta homebuilding. 

According to Axiom’s website (presently disabled) and glowing reviews 
of the company by local publications, Danielle Addington supervised her 
first construction site at the age of 16 after learning the ropes from her 
homebuilder parents. Eventually she decided that homebuilding was her 
calling, and enrolled in the Professional Home Builder's Institute of Alberta 
where she achieved her Professional Site Manager certificate in 2004, and 
her Graduate Master Builder certification in 2005. 

At age 20 Addington founded Axiom Homes Ltd., and began calling her- 
self “The Lady Home Builder.” 

Her pitch was unique. Clients are expected to pay supply and subcon- 
tractor invoices immediately, and because Addington claimed AXiom did 
not mark up construction costs she estimated that the cost savings ranged 
between $75,000 and $150,000 per project. 

According to Axiom’s website, “Axiom Homes has a unique pricing sys- 
tem that enables our clients to save hundreds of thousands. We pass along 
the builder cost for all construction expenses, including all builder dis- 
counts, straight to our clients with no mark-up attached, We then charge a 
fee of $35,000 for our involvement as the builder. You pay what it would 
cost if we were building the house for ourselves — builder pricing.” 

It was this pricing system, and the appeal of a woman entering a pre- 
dominantly male industry that attracted Spinelli and others to Axiom. 

“You paid her a management fee, she would manage the project for you, 
get quotes for you and that kind of stuff. If you picked $10,000 windows 
you got $10,000 windows, If they were $5,000 windows you got $5,000 
windows. We were in control and we would pick,” Spinelli says 

Spinelli signed a contract with Axiom on Sept. 4, 2007. And, according 
to Spinelli, that’s when the problems started.

HEADACHES BEGIN 

Despite Addington’s initial desire to 
please, she became scarce and nearly 
impossible to contact after Spinelli 
had signed on 

Being the president of a success- 
fal company herself, Spinelli is sym- 
pathetic to the demands of a busy 
schedule, and had no problem with 
Addington's request that she book 
appointments with her a month in 
advance 

However, even by following the 
booking process Spinelli says con- 
tacting Addington, much less meet- 
ing with her face to face, was nearly 
impossible. Tension mounted as 
Spinelli began to notice mistakes on 
her project that she credits to poor 
project management on Axiom's be- 
half. 

“They put the septic tank in the 
wrong spot,” laughs Spinelli. “Imag 
ine — I open my front door and I'm 
going to smell septic tank?” 

After her phone calls remained un- 
answered Spinelli resorted to writing 
Axiom “a very nasty letter saying 
that I couldn't believe this happened, 
this is such a simple thing — you had 
a plot map. This was a big error,” 
says Spinelli. “They fixed that, and 
because we thought, ‘oh jeez if they 
can screw something so simple up, 
what else are they screwing up’ we 
kept a better eye on it.” 

There were more problems to 
come, The wrong staircase was in- 
stalled, and simply cut to fit the 
space. Windows and doors buckled. 

Axiom, however, never accepted 
blame. 

“It was always somebody else's 
fault, and had nothing to do with 
her,” Spinelli says. “If someone here 
(Italian Centre Shop) doesn’t do their 
work or hurts somebody, treats the 
customer badly it's my responsibility 
to fix that issue, and she just doesn't 
see it that way."

It was two years into the project, 
and finally Spinelli’s relationship 
with Axiom fell to pieces. On May 28, 
2009 Axiom filed a lawsuit against 
her seeking $51,767.08 in dam 
ages. Spinelli counterclaimed and is 
seeking $175,000 in damages citing 
amounts for the return of her man- 
agement fee, and the cost of repairs 
to fix Axiom’s alleged mistakes. 

Spinelli isn't the only one with is- 
sues regarding Axiom. 

Mindy Lamont and Steve Godreau 
were clients featured in a glowing re- 
view of Axiorn in an Edmonton Jour- 
nal story that ran on the front page 
of the New Homes section on Feb. 9, 
2008. 

Lamont says they were also initially 
impressed with Axiom’s cost-saving 
method, and agree that Addington 
came across as a well-spoken, highly 
motivated professional homebuilder 
who knew her stuff. But they had 
serious problems with their dream 
home project in Glénora, resulting 
in the couple having to microman- 
age the project on their own. The 
worst aspect of Axiom's service, they 
claim, was financial management 
They became worried when the bill- 
ing system changed from a transpar- 
ent itemized break down of costs 
into an opaque and vague lump sum. 

They also began to suspect that 
Axiom was marking up the cost of 
items after comparing quoted prices 
of materials to find them hundreds 
of dollars cheaper elsewhere. 

Not only have the clients been left 
on the hook, but contractors say they 
are also losing money. Jay Der, a fin- 
ishing carpenter who began working 
for Axiom in 2004, was shocked by 
the disappearance of the home build- 
ing company. 

“Especially because of the fact that 
they were friends of ours we just 
wanted an explanation,” says Der. 
“It's kind of hard to support a family 


when they (Axiom) owe you tens of 
thousands of dollars.” 

Der estimates he will lose $50,000 
in future revenue. Because of non 
payment from Axiom on existing 
projects, Der has placed liens on five 
properties 

“| don't take it personally, | think 
something wonky happened,” says 
Der, “If they need help I'd be the 
first guy to offer help. 1 would work 
for free if that’s what it took to keep 
them in business. And they could 
pay me at such a time as they felt like 
it. | would go to great length for that 
company.” 

So what can people do to avoid this 
kind of situation? 

Do some serious homework, says 
Chris Lawrence, president and CEO 
of the Edmonton Better Business 
Bureau. 

Acquire a list of previous clients 
and knock on their doors and ask 
them what their experience was like 
Not only with the construction pro: 
cess, but the follow up as well. Be- 
cause of the climate in Alberta, it is 
important to choose companies with 
a long history of operating in the 
area. The weather requires builders 
to develop expertise ‘in constructing 
homeS*equipped to handle Alberta's 
savage climes 

“That is the best way of minimiz- 
ing your risk to make sure your home 
is going to be there for a long time,” 
Lawrence says. 

But even when you do everything 
right, things can go wrong, Axiom 
was an established company with 
several projects under its belt, leav- 
ing some former clients to conclude 
that Axiom didn't set out with the in- 
tent of ripping off its customers, but 
may have fallen on hard times and 
handled the situation poorly. 

Lawrence says that this is a good 
possibility, stating that Axiom was 
an accredited BBB company for a 
couple of years. 

“Unfortunately there are trades 
that get themselves into trouble, be- 
cause the get over extended or the 
economy changes,” Lawrence says. 

As for Spinelli, her case is still be- 
fore the courts awaiting a judgment, 
but she says it's not about the money 
anymore 

“It's about the principle. It's about 
you can't do this to people,” she 
says. 

So what does Axiom have to say 
about all of this? 

Addington could not be contacted 
by phone or e-mail. The company’s 
Calgary office blames a restructuring 
of the company for problems in Ed- 
monton, and threatened to sue SEE if 
it ran any story at all about the com- 
pany. A second €-mail to Axiom ask- 
ing for comment has not been answered.

patch prime prime minister William Gladstone 
famously said: “Justice delayed Is justice 
denied” Gladstone may well have been 
speaking of the case of Randy Fryingpan, 
and Const. Mike Wasylyshen. 

In October 2002, Const. Wasylyshen and 
four other officers were investigating a com- 
plaint of the attempted theft of a car, When 
they arrived on the scene, they found four 
people in the suspect vehicle. Three of them 
left the car when ordered, but 16-year-old 
Fryingpan didn’t. He had passed out. 

Wasylyshen unholstered his handy Taser 
and gave the unresponsive Fryingpan not 
one, not two, but EIGHT zaps in 68 seconds. 

This is where Wasylyshen and Fryingpan 
entered the netherworld of complaints 
against police. Fryingpan registered a com- 
plaint, which was dismissed by the police 
when they arrived at the quite amazing 
conclusion that Wasylyshen was justified in 
‘Tasering an unresponsive man. Fryingpan’s 
lawyer appealed to the Law Enforcement 
Review Board in 2005. It took two more 
years before a decision was made to charge 
Wasylyshen with unlawful exercise of 
authority and insubordination. The internal

Why the delay? ioe to Tony Si- 
mioni, head of the police union, if an appeal 
Fequest is made, it must be heard. unlike a 
Court of law where a judge decides if there is 
cause of hearing.

The Irrelevant Show is back on stage. CBC Ra 
dio One's sketch comedy show is once again 
recording comedic genius for our viewing plea 
sure and we are following SEE contest winner 
Melanie Williamson's winning idea through the 
process from conception to live recording 

The show is “basically a half-hour of radio 
sketches and songs that can be about abso- 
lutely anything,” says Peter Brown, CBC Ed 
monton's host of Radio Active, and producer 
of The Irrelevant Show. “The only test is, ‘Is 
it funny?” 

Williamson has already passed this test and 
her idea of “Terrorist Throwing Pie Cells’ has 
found itself at the first step of the process, the 
pitch meeting. Imagine going to work, head 
ing into the boardroom prepared with ideas 
like, “Is there a list of words we can say that 
are completely filthy sounding, but not dirty at 
all?" Or, “How far can we go with an old Eng. 
lish theme and Master Bateman?” Or even, 
“What about composeroni? Pornagetti? Vaga- 
cillie? Gonoreos?” 

Welcome to the world of the cast and writers 
of The Irrelevant Show. It’s a gruelling job filled 
with hard laughter, mockery of all things irrel 
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evant, great comradery and brilliant support of 
bold ideas, where quick wit can cause cheering 
and impromptu clapping and serious wrap-ups 
sound like, “So, anything else on the body part 
or self-esteem recall?” 

In short, it is crazy fun 

So what makes a good sketch? 

“It has to survive the initial idea,” says Brown. 
“Let me explain that. “Boy Raised by Slinkies 
is an actual idea [ had, like 15 years ago. But I've 
never been able to do anything with it ‘cause 
nothing you write will be funnier than the title 
I don't think. So it can't be too high concept 
It has to have something recognizable in it, 
some aspect of human nature or modern life 
that people can relate to, and yet be surprising. 
Even if it's set on a planet of macaroni, there 
has to be something in the logic or the charac- 
ters that seems real.” 

“What [writer, actor] Neil Grahn liked about 
Melanie's pitch for “Terrorist Throwing Pie 
Cells’ was the counter terrorist anti-pie squad” 
take on the idea, says Brown 

Winner Williamson supplied questions like, 
“What goes into pie selection? What counter 
terrorist measures are being taken?’ 

The writers ran with it 

Talk of banning custard, throwing tarts in 
stead of pies, Raging Grannies and pie thraw- 
ing etiquette all culminate and ‘Pastry Force I 
If and III,’ including an alternate ending was 
born. It's a collaborative process, with each 
idea spurring even more hilarity from the rest 
of writers in the room, | left the pitch meeting 
with a perma-smile on my face and sore abs 

From here, writers leave brimming with new 


ideas and go off on their own to actually write 
the sketches that form the script for the show 

The first bit — you set the scene, you get 
the jokey universe in place — is the easy part, 
says Brown. “Endings are the really tough part 
Monty Python just bailed a lot of the time. It's 
easy to swim away from shore; the hard part is 
swimming back. It's hard to figure out some 
times how much you need to explain. You want 
to suggest as much as you can and not make 
the character voice their own stage directions 
too much, like ‘Look at this knife I’m pointing 
at you.” 

Two short weeks later, an entire script is 
ready. The cast gets together for a read through 
to see what crazy ideas actually evolved into 
sketches, what works and what needs a little 
fixing. Suddenly new characters have arrived 
The cast becomes Australian or English or Ital- 
ian, Pinocchio and Jiminy Cricket find their 
way into the room, along with Wolverine, the 
giant from Jack and the Beanstalk, pirates, par 
rots, military men, grannies, one squawking 
pea hen and a feral cat. It's another laughter 
filled meeting full of suggestions to make the 
jokes even funnier 

And when the day of the performance finally 


arrives, another layer is added. Dave Clarke's 





sound effects fill the theatre as | arrive for the 
afternoon rehearsal. A soundtrack of trilling 
sheep accompanied by Clarke's laughter set 
the stage for what's to come. They sound like 
they're jumping off the plank of a pirate ship 
and, even though I have heard the script, | 
cannot fathom what they are for — but they're 
funny. 


The stage of La Cite Francophone Theatre 
is lined with eight microphones, eight music 
stands, a door, a sound booth and a ukulele. 
And that's it. That's all that's needed for a live 
recording of a radio show. But when the audi 
ence fills the theatre, the actors line the stage 
and the show begins, we are transported. 

“The beautiful thing about radio is that you 
can be anywhere and you can do anything, 
says Brown, “You can go from a realistic do 
mestic scene to another planet, or a film-noir 
cop drama. There really are no limits to what 
you can do. I've always loved the fact that the 
live audience and the radio audience create the 
little dramas in their own minds, so everyone 
has their own picture of the characters and the 
world of the sketch.” 

At the beginning of the show, Brown an 
nounces the “first ever Firey Sheep Catapult” 
sound effect will be heard tonight, and I clue in 
to the sheep I heard during rehearsal. 

The show is a complete success, and Wil 
liamson's three-part ‘Pastry Force’ sketch was 
a hit with the audience, though not at all what 
she expected

It is a story about, “the grey areas 
of love, the grey areas of madness 
the grey areas of love and madness 
continues Sabourin.

So all 
the outcomes and all the things that 
are happening, that all stems from a 
person's experience and how are they 
able to contribute and respond to the 
world around them.”

If someone made a commmemora 

tive T-shirt for the tour documented 
in The White Stripes: Under Great 
White Northern Lights, it would con 

tain some of the strangest locations 
ever committed to a merch table. A 
bowling alley in Saskatoon, a city bus 
in Winnipeg, a flour mill in London, 
Ont., alittle tugboat puttering around 
the harbour in Charlottetown and a 
roomful of Inuit elders in Iqaluit 

But that strangeness is precisely 
the point. When faux-sibling garage 
rockers Jack and Meg White set out 
to promote their sixth album, Icky 
Thump, in 2007, they also wanted 
to do a proper tour of Canada for 
the first time. They both grew up 
just across the border in Detroit, but 
never really got to enjoy our north- 
ern hospitality. 

As Jack says, “It's the only country 
I have to pay a fee to get into — the 
only country I’ve ever been turned 
away from.” 

So this time they decided to play 
a show in every single province and 
territory, as well as in smaller flyover 
towns along the way. On top of this, 
the Stripes set up impromptu, off- 
beat free shows in the afternoons 
before each arena gig — hence the 
bowling alley, tugboat, et al — and in- 
vite Emmett Malloy along to capture 
the whole thing on film 





With such a cheeky premise, it’s 
inevitably a little disappointing to 
see how little of that spirit of prank 
sterism ends up in the final product 
There are clips of most of the off 
beat locales sprinkled throughout, 
but the film is almost wholly devot 
ed to three shows in the territories 
and one in Nova Scotia, the latter 
of which commemorated the band's 
10th anniversary. And we never see 
Jack and Meg concocting any of 
these guerrilla gigs in the spur of 
the moment — it's instead relayed by 
an interview done completely after 
the fact.

Alice in Wonderland is as visu- 
ally brilliant as you'd expect from 
director Tim Burton.

But where is the story? What's 
the film about?

Brooklyn's Finest is another in the 
line of films about flawed cops and 
mean streets; Prince of the City and 
Q& A are somewhere higher up the 
family tree. It seerns to want to say 
something profound about cops 
crime, and justice in the inner city, 
but the message seems garbled in 
transmission.

good about the film makes it watch-

The movie spins three separate 
strands involving different New York 
cops, all of whom are morally com- 
promised in some way.

ing scene, Sal (Ethan Hawke) com- 
mits cold-blooded murder and steals 
drug money; he can’t support his al- 
ready oversized family on his salary. 

Meanwhile, Tango (Don Cheadle) 
is begging for a transfer from under 
cover work, before his wife leaves 
him permanently.

He's got ex- 
actly one week left, and he wants no 
trouble. We get the impression this is

Hawke looks like it's 2004 and he's 
starving to beat out Christian Bale 
for The Machinist; gaunt, weary, and 
coming apart at the seams. There's 
convincing desperation in his voice. 

And then there's Gere, a much bet- 
ter actor than he's often given credit 
for. Watch him in the scene where he 
tries to convince a hooker to come 
away with him. It's a marvelous ex- 
change 

But here's the thing about Brook- 
Iyn's Finest; this material is familiar 
It's almost old hat. To make it work 
again, it must be made to feel fresh 
Something new must be brought to 
the table. Instead, the film feels like a 
patchwork from better movies. Still, 
at least it's not boring.

Fearing, who says he'll be married to

Don't listen to Valleys of Neptune expecting the perfection of “Little Wing” or the groove and 
grandeur of Electric Ladyland, Rather, with the notable exception of a powerful re-recording 
of "Stone Free” that kicks off this collection of 12 tracks, this latest album of unreleased 
material from the seemingly bottomless Hendrix well plays more like one long extended 

jam. But what a sweet and delightful jam it is, with the master holding it all together with 

his Stratocaster. The Experience was disintegrating in early 1969 when most of these sonic 
experiments were recorded and it’s easy to hear why.
